Exhibit  B  is  a  sketch  plan  showing  the  relationship  of  the 
Property  subject  to  this  Notice  of  Activity  and  Use  Limitation  to  the  boundaries  of  said  disposal 
site  existing  within  the  limits  of  the  Property  and  to  the  extent  such  boundaries  have  been 
established.  Exhibit  B  is  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof;  and 

WHEREAS,  one  or  more  response  actions  have  been  selected  for  the  Portion  of  the 
Disposal  Site  in  accordance  with  M.G.L.  c.  21E  (“Chapter  2 IE”)  and  the  Massachusetts 
Contingency  Plan,  310  CMR  40.0000  (“MCP”).  Said  response  actions  are  based  upon  (a)  the 
restriction  of  human  access  to  and  contact  with  oil  and/or  hazardous  material  in  soil  and/or 
(b)  the  restriction  of  certain  activities  occurring  in,  on,  through,  over  or  under  the  Property. 
A  description  of  the  basis  for  such  restrictions,  and  the  oil  and/or  hazardous  material  release 
events  or  site  history  that  resulted  in  the  contaminated  media  subject  to  the  Notice  of  Activity 
and  Use  Limitation  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  C  and  made  a  part  hereof; 
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NOW,  THEREFORE,  notice  is  hereby  given  that  the  activity  and  use  limitations  set 
forth  in  this  Notice  of  Activity  and  Use  Limitation  are  as  follows: 

1.  Activities  and  Uses  Consistent  with  Maintaining  No  Significant  Risk  Conditions. 

The  following  Activities  and  Uses  are  consistent  with  maintaining  a  Permanent 
Solution  and  a  condition  of  No  Significant  Risk  and,  as  such,  may  occur  on  the 
Property  pursuant  to  310  CMR  40.0000: 

(i)  Any  use  of  the  existing  building  located  on  the  Property,  including  use  of 
the  building  as  a  residence,  so  long  as  the  vapor  barrier  and  venting  system 
comprising  the  Exposure  Pathway  Mitigation  Measure  (“EPMM”)  are 
maintained  and,  if  an  electric  fan  is  added  to  the  EPMM,  such  fan  operates 
continuously; 

(ii)  Activities  and  uses  which  are  not  identified  by  this  Notice  as  being 
inconsistent  with  maintaining  a  condition  of  No  Significant  Risk; 

(iii)  Such  other  activities  or  uses  which,  in  the  Opinion  of  a  Licensed  Site 
Professional  (“LSP”),  shall  present  no  greater  risk  of  harm  to  health,  safety, 
public  welfare  or  the  environment  than  the  activities  and  uses  set  forth  in  this 
Paragraph;  and 

(iv)  Such  other  activities  and  uses  not  identified  in  Paragraph  2  as  being 

Activities  and  Uses  Inconsistent  with  maintaining  No  Significant  Risk 

Conditions. 

2.  Activities  and  Uses  Inconsistent  with  Maintaining  No  Significant  Risk 

Conditions.  The  following  Activities  and  Uses  are  inconsistent  with  maintaining  a 
Permanent  Solution  and  a  condition  of  No  Significant  Risk  pursuant  to  310  CMR 
40.0000,  and,  as  such,  may  not  occur  on  the  Property: 

(i)  In  the  basement,  removal  or  damage  of  the  concrete  floor,  the  vapor  barrier, 
and/or  the  sub-slab  venting  system; 

(ii)  In  the  basement,  any  activities  which  may  damage  and/or  compromise  the 
concrete  floor,  the  vapor  barrier,  and/or  the  sub-slab  venting  system; 

(iii)  In  the  event  an  electric  fan  is  added  to  the  EPMM,  removal  or  damage  of 
such  fan; 

(iv)  In  the  event  an  electric  fan  is  added  to  the  EPMM,  shutting  down,  turning 
off,  or  removing  electrical  power  to  the  fan,  or  any  other  activity  that  would 
intentionally  make  such  fan  inoperable  (except  during  ordinary  maintenance  or 
in  the  event  of  any  temporary  interruption  in  electrical  power  service  to  the 
Property); 

(v)  Any  activities  which  may  damage  and/or  compromise  the  ventilation 
piping;  and 
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(vi)  Construction  of  any  occupied  structure  at  the  Property  without  the 
installation  of  an  EPMM  and  subsequent  indoor  air  sampling  to  confirm  its 
effectiveness  in  preventing  or  mitigating  vapor  intrusion  into  the  structure. 

3.  Obligations  and  Conditions.  The  following  obligations  and/or  conditions  are 
necessary  and  shall  be  undertaken  and/or  maintained  at  the  Property  to  maintain  a 
Permanent  Solution  and  a  condition  of  No  Significant  Risk: 

(i)  In  the  basement,  the  integrity  of  the  concrete  floor,  the  vapor  barrier  and  the 
sub-slab  venting  system  of  the  existing  building  must  be  preserved  and  the 
elements  of  the  EPMM  must  not  be  damaged  or  altered; 

(ii)  The  integrity  of  the  ventilation  piping  must  be  preserved,  and  the  elements 
of  the  piping  must  not  be  damaged  or  altered; 

(iii)  Access  must  be  provided  to  UniFirst  Corporation,  together  with  its 
successors  and  assigns  and/or  its  agents,  to  add  an  electric  fan  to  the  EPMM 
ventilation  piping,  if  necessary; 

(iv)  In  the  event  an  electric  fan  is  added  to  the  EPMM: 

a)  The  Active  EPMM  comprised  of  a  sub-slab  vapor  barrier  beneath 
the  basement  floor,  ventilation  piping  extending  vertically  inside  the 
building  to  above  the  roof,  and  an  electric  fan  located  in  the  attic, 
shall  be  operated  according  to  the  operating  regimen  specified  in 
the  Permanent  Solution  Statement  submitted  to  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  to  ensure  a  level  of  No  Significant  Risk  is 
maintained  for  the  Receptor(s)  of  concern  under  normal  operating 
conditions; 

b)  The  Active  EPMM  shall  employ  remote  monitoring  technology  that 
alerts  the  property  owner  and  operator  and  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  immediately  upon  loss  of  power, 
mechanical  failure  or  other  significant  disruption  of  the 
effectiveness  of  the  system; 

c)  In  the  event  of  any  suspension  or  failure  of  the  Active  EPMM, 
immediate  steps  shall  be  taken  to  return  the  Active  EPMM  to  full 
operating  condition; 

d)  If  such  suspension  or  failure  of  the  system  lasts  30  consecutive 
days,  written  notice  shall  be  provided  to  both  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  and  any  non-transient  building  occupant 
who  may  have  experienced  exposure  to  oil  and/or  hazardous 
material  as  the  result  of  the  system  failure  or  suspension  on  the  30th 
day  from  the  start  of  the  suspension  or  failure  period;  this  notice 
shall  document  the  reason  for  the  suspension  or  failure  of  the 


system,  any  efforts  taken  to  resume  operation  of  such  Measures, 
and  the  expected  timeframe  for  resuming  operation  of  such 
Measure; 

e)  The  owner  of  the  property  shall  make  such  annual  certifications  as 
may  be  required  by  the  Department,  on  such  form  as  may  be  issued 
by  the  Department,  that  (1)  the  owner  is  aware  of  the  obligations 
stated  in  this  AUL  to  operate  and  maintain  the  EPMM  in 
accordance  with  the  operating,  maintenance  and  monitoring 
parameters  and  procedures  provided  in  the  Permanent  Solution 
Statement  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection,  including  the  obligations  to  repair  or  replace 
components  of  the  EPMM  to  resume  operation  in  the  event  the 
EPMM  experiences  suspension  or  failure;  (2)  the  owner  is  aware 
that  the  Department  may  upon  reasonable  notice  inspect  the  EPMM 
to  ensure  that  it  is  operating  pursuant  to  the  regimen  established  in 
Permanent  Solution  Statement  submitted  to  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection;  (3)  financial  resources  are  available  to 
the  owner  for  the  immediate  repair  and/or  replacement  of 
components  of  the  EPMM  in  the  event  that  it  experiences  failure; 
and  (4)  the  EPMM  is  continuing  to  operate  pursuant  to  the  regimen 
established  in  the  Permanent  Solution  Statement  submitted  to  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection 

(iv)  Access  must  be  provided  to  UniFirst  Corporation,  together  with  its 
successors  and  assigns  and/or  its  agents,  to  conduct  indoor  air  testing,  to  inspect 
the  EPMM  for  damage  and,  to  the  extent  necessary  to  continue  the  EPMM’s 
effectiveness  in  preventing  or  mitigating  vapor  intrusion  into  the  building,  and/or 
repair  or  replace  the  vapor  barrier,  venting  system,  and/or  electric  fan  (to  the 
extent  such  a  fan  is  added  to  the  EPMM);  and 

(v)  Any  future  construction  of  an  occupied  structure  at  the  Property  must  include 
the  installation  of  an  EPMM  to  prevent  or  mitigate  vapor  intrusion  into  the 
structure.  The  design  of  the  EPMM  must  be  incorporated  into  the  design  and 
construction  of  the  future  structure  and  must  be  evaluated  by  a  Licensed  Site 
Professional.  Follow-up  indoor  air  testing  must  be  conducted  to  confirm  the 
effectiveness  of  the  EPMM  in  preventing  or  mitigating  vapor  intrusion  into  the 
structure. 

4.  Proposed  Changes  in  Activities  and  Uses.  Any  proposed  changes  in  activities 
and  uses  at  the  Property  which  may  result  in  higher  levels  of  exposure  to  oil  and/or 
hazardous  material  than  currently  exist  shall  be  evaluated  by  a  Licensed  Site 
Professional  who  shall  render  an  Opinion,  in  accordance  with  310  CMR  40.1080,  as 
to  whether  the  proposed  changes  are  inconsistent  with  maintaining  a  Permanent 
Solution  and  a  condition  of  No  Significant  Risk.

The  activities,  uses  and/or 
exposures  upon  which  this  Notice  is  based  shall  not  change  at  any  time  to  cause  a 
significant  risk  of  harm  to  health,  safety,  public  welfare,  or  the  environment  or  to 
create  substantial  hazards  due  to  exposure  to  oil  and/or  hazardous  material  without 
the  prior  evaluation  by  a  Licensed  Site  Professional  in  accordance  with  3 1 0  CMR 
40.1080,  and  without  additional  response  actions,  if  necessary,  to  maintain  a 
condition  of  No  Significant  Risk. 

If  the  activities,  uses,  and/or  exposures  upon  which  this  Notice  is  based  change 
without  the  prior  evaluation  and  additional  response  actions  determined  to  be 
necessary  by  a  Licensed  Site  Professional  in  accordance  with  310  CMR  40.1080,  the 
owner  or  operator  of  the  Property  subject  to  this  Notice  at  the  time  that  the  activities, 
uses  and/or  exposures  change,  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  set  forth  in  310 
CMR  40.0020. 

6.  Incorporation  Into  Deeds.  Mortgages.  Leases,  and  Instruments  of  Transfer.  This 
Notice  shall  be  incorporated  either  in  full  or  by  reference  into  all  future  deeds, 
easements,  mortgages,  leases,  licenses,  occupancy  agreements  or  any  other 
instrument  of  transfer,  whereby  an  interest  in  and/or  a  right  to  use  the  Property  or  a 
portion  thereof  is  conveyed  in  accordance  with  310  CMR  40.1074(5).

Introduction 

This  Site  History  and  Release  Summary  for  a  Notice  of  Activity  and  Use  Limitation  (AUL)  was  prepared 
by  GEI  Consultants,  Inc.  (GEI)  for  the  property  located  at  34  Knowlton  Street  in  Somerville, 
Massachusetts  (the  Property).  The  Property  comprises  a  portion  of  the  50  Tufts  Street  disposal  site  (the 
Site)  assigned  Release  Tracking  Number  (RTN)  3-23246  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  (MassDEP).  In  2002,  a  historical  release  of  chlorinated  volatile  organic 
compounds  (VOCs)  to  soil  and  groundwater  at  the  Site  was  reported  to  the  MassDEP.  Subsequent 
investigations  at  the  Site  identified  chlorinated  VOCs  in  indoor  air  at  the  Site,  and  in  groundwater  and 
indoor  air  at  residential  properties  in  the  vicinity  of  the  50  Tufts  Street  property.  The  Property  and  the 
50  Tufts  Street  property  are  shown  on  Fig.  1.  UniFirst  Corporation  of  Wilmington,  Massachusetts  is 
conducting  response  actions  at  the  Site. 

This  Site  History  and  Release  Summary  was  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Massachusetts  Contingency 
Plan  (MCP;  310  CMR  40.1074)  and  the  draft  MassDEP  Guidance  on  Implementing  AULs  (#WSC  14- 
300).  This  AUL  Opinion  applies  to  the  entire  Property,  as  defined  in  Exhibit  A  and  indicated  on 
Exhibit  B  of  the  AUL. 

This  Site  History  and  Release  Summary  provides  the  following  information: 

■  Why  an  AUL  is  appropriate  to  achieve  and/or  maintain  a  condition  of  No  Significant  Risk  (NSR); 

■  A  summary  of  the  oil  and  or  hazardous  material  release  event(s)  or  site  history,  and  response 
actions  taken  to  address  release(s)  that  resulted  in  contaminated  media  subject  to  the  AUL;  and 

■  A  description  of  the  contaminated  media  subject  to  the  AUL. 

Why  an  AUL  is  appropriate  to  achieve  and/or  maintain  a  condition  of  NSR  at  the  Site: 

Chlorinated  VOCs  have  been  detected  in  groundwater  samples  collected  from  a  groundwater  monitoring 
well  (MW1 12A)  located  approximately  30  feet  east  of  the  Property  within  Knowlton  Street  at 
concentrations  that  exceed  Method  1  standards  that  the  MassDEP  has  developed  for  Category  GW-2 
groundwater.  Category  GW-2  groundwater  is  considered  to  be  a  potential  source  of  vapor  migration  to 
indoor  air  (MCP;  310  MCP  40.0932(6)).  The  concentrations  of  chlorinated  VOCs  in  groundwater 
therefore  indicated  the  potential  for  vapor  intrusion  into  a  building  constructed  at  the  Property.  In  2014,  a 
two-family  residence  was  constructed  at  the  Property  and  an  Exposure  Pathway  Mitigation  Measure 
(EPMM)  was  installed  during  construction  to  eliminate  or  mitigate  the  vapor  intrusion  pathway. 

The  EPMM  is  comprised  of  a  sub-slab  piping  network  and  vapor  barrier.  The  piping  network  consists  of 
4-inch-diameter  perforated  polyvinyl  chloride  (PVC)  piping  embedded  in  12  inches  of  washed  stone.  The 
perforated  piping  is  connected  to  a  solid  lateral  pipe  manifold  and  a  solid  riser  pipe  that  is  routed  through 
the  building  envelope,  terminating  at  the  roof  line.  The  vapor  barrier  is  a  20-mil  polyethylene  and  resin- 
based  membrane  (installed  in  2  layers  resulting  in  40  mil  installation  thickness)  using  overlapping  seams

and  pipe  boots  for  pipe  penetrations.  Following  installation  of  the  vapor  barrier,  a  smoke  test  was 
conducted  to  confirm  the  integrity  of  the  barrier.  Fig.  2  shows  the  piping  layout. 

Indoor  air  testing  conducted  after  the  installation  of  the  EPMM  demonstrated  a  condition  of  No 
Significant  Risk  at  34  Knowlton  Street.  Additional  indoor  air  testing,  including  testing  during  the  heating 
season,  will  be  conducted  to  confirm  prior  testing  results. 

The  EPMM  has  mitigated  the  exposure  pathway  for  vapor  intrusion  of  chlorinated  VOCs  into  the  indoor 
air  at  34  Knowlton  Street.  In  order  to  maintain  a  condition  of  No  Significant  Risk,  the  integrity  of  the 
EPMM  must  be  monitored  and  preserved.  Therefore,  the  AUL  is  necessary  to  define  the  restricted  and 
permitted  activities  to  maintain  a  condition  of  No  Significant  Risk.  The  AUL  is  applicable  to  the  entire 
Property. 

Release  History 

The  Property  is  located  within  the  Site  boundary  associated  with  a  historic  release  of  chlorinated  VOCs  to 
soil  and  groundwater  at  50  Tufts  Street,  located  west  of  the  Property.  From  approximately  1955  to 
approximately  2002,  50  Tufts  Street  was  used  for  storage  and  distribution  of  industrial  chemicals,  laundry 
supplies,  and  dry  cleaning  supplies.  Chemicals  stored  at  and  delivered  to  and  from  50  Tufts  Street 
included  chlorinated  solvents.  Historic  releases  of  these  chlorinated  VOCs  -  particularly 
tetrachloroethylene  (PCE),  trichloroethylene  (TCE),  and  1,1,1-trichloroethane  (TCA)  -  have  been 
detected  in  soil,  soil  vapor,  indoor  air,  and  groundwater  at  50  Tufts  Street. 

Based  on  the  results  of  assessments  conducted  to  date,  the  Site  includes  the  50  Tufts  Street  property, 
together  with  portions  of  properties  in  the  neighborhood  to  the  east  and  west,  including  the  Property. 
Based  on  multiple  rounds  of  groundwater  measurements,  the  general  direction  of  groundwater  flow  at  the 
Site  is  to  the  northeast  across  Tufts  Street  towards  Knowlton  and  Franklin  Streets. 

Summary  of  Contaminated  Media 

The  Property  is  affected  by  the  historic  release  of  chlorinated  VOCs  to  soil  and  groundwater  at  50  Tufts 
Street.  Chlorinated  VOCs  generally  have  not  been  detected  in  soils  beyond  the  boundaries  of  50  Tufts 
Street.  However,  chlorinated  VOCs  have  been  detected  beyond  50  Tufts  Street  in  the  shallow  and  deep 
overburden  and  bedrock  groundwater. 

There  is  no  groundwater  monitoring  well  at  the  Property;  however,  based  on  groundwater  sampling  data 
from  nearby  groundwater  monitoring  wells  and  the  Conceptual  Site  Model;  chlorinated  VOCs  are  likely 
present  in  the  groundwater  at  the  Property.  No  chlorinated  VOCs  were  detected  in  the  soil  samples 
collected  at  the  Property. 

Summary  and  Conclusions 

This  Site  History  and  Release  Summary  has  been  prepared  to  support  the  implementation  of  a  Notice  of 
AUL  for  a  release  of  oil  or  hazardous  materials  at  the  Property.  Based  on  maintenance  of  the  EPMM  and 
the  implementation  of  an  AUL  on  the  Property,  it  is  GEI’s  opinion  that  a  condition  of  No  Significant  Risk 
is  achieved  at  the  Property.
